appeared to be generally favorable to the US, 


The members also exchanged views on recent developments 
in Jordanian-Egyptian relations, especially the possible extent to 
which King Hussein may have acted with the prior knowledge and 
approval of King Saud in expelling certain Egyptian personnel from 
Jordan, . 


Mr. Cumming stated that the problem of French-Tunisian 
relations continued to bear watching and discussed in some detail 
with the members certain factors affecting this situation. In this

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connection, Mr. Kent noted that a draft estimate on Tunisia which 
had considered various of these matters was now ready for sub- 
mission to the IAC and the members concurred in the Chairman's 
suggestion that this estimate be reviewed at the next regular IAC 
meeting. After stating that he planned to brief the NSC on this 
situation, the Chairman indicated that he might contact Mr. Cumming 
again on this matter and asked General Schow to furnish certain 
order of battle information. 


Mr. Cumming referred to recent reports regarding Yemen 
and exchanged views with the members on various aspects of this 


situation, especially the political orientation of the Imam and the 25X14 
question of Soviet Bloc arms shipments to Yemen.
